Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1972* 

The  population  of  the  district  for  1972  was  19,190.  This  is  an 
increase  of  300  over  last  years  figure  of  18,890,  This  increase  is 
mainly  due  to  .  migration  •  You  v;ill  remember  that  the  1971  figure  v/as 

30  below  that  for  1970  v/hich  was  l8,920  and  this  v/as  a  small  increase  of 
lAo  over  the  19^9  figure  of  l8,880. 

The  birth  rate  has  reduced  to  14,2  live  births  per  1000  population  from 
13,3  in  1971«  Tlie  figure  for  England  and  i/ales  is  also  reduced  from  l6,0 
to  l4,8  live  births  per  1000  population.  Tlie  fall  in  our  district  is  7*2 

per  cent  and  in  England  &  V/ales  it  is  7»5  per  cent.  In  babies  -  the  number 
born  in  the  district  during  1972  v/as  272  -  132  males  and  120  females  as 
compared  \\dth  1971  when  there  were  I38  ma.les  and  I3I  females  born.  There 
v/ere  I7  fewer  babies  born  during  1972  than  in  1971« 

The  illegitimate  births  numbered  12-8  boys  and  4  girls.  This  was  a 
reduction  of  1  from  last  year.  This  number  of  births  -  12  -  represents  4 
per  cent  of  total  live  births.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  for  England  and 
V/ales  for  1972  v/as  9  per  cent.  There  were  no  illegitimte  babies  amongst  the 
five  stillbirths. 

The  death  rate  for  1972  was  10,2  per  1000  population  and  this  compares 
v/ith  England  and  Males  figure  of  12.1  per  1000  population.  The  actual  number 
of  deaths  in  the  district  v/as  193  -  and  of  these  101  v/ere  maTe  and  94  v/erc 
female.  This  means  that  the  number  of  male  deaths  has  decreased  and  the 
number  of  female  deaths  has  increased.  The  actual  figures  for  1971  v/ore 
ll4  males  deceased  and  86  females  deceased. 


There  were  no  deaths  am.ong  the  12  illegitimate  births.  You  may 
remember  that  last  year  there  was  also  no  deaths  amongst  the  illegitimate 
babies.  For  the  v/hole  country  the  figure  v/as  21  deaths  per  1000  illegitimate 
infant  births. 

Again  in  1972  the  mternal  mortality  rate  v/as  nil, 

Tlie  infant  m.ortality  rate  -  that  is  deaths  of  infants  securing  under 
the  age  of  one  year  per  1000  live  births  v/as  11.  This  is  a  vast  improvement 
since  last  year  v/hen  the  figures  was  24,  The  figure  for  England  and  V/ales 
for  1972  v/as  17  and  this  v/as  an  improvement  on  I8  v/hich  v/as  the  1971  infant 
mortality. 
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Three  babies  under  4  weeks  died  -  2  from  causes  associated  with 
difficult  labour  and  1  from  a  respiratory  infection. 

Between  the  ages  of  1  year  and  l4  years  there  were  no  deaths. 

Between  15  years  and  24  years  of  age  there  were  4  deaths  -  3  of  them 
v/ere  males  involved  in  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

Between  25  years  and  34  years  there  were  no  deaths. 

Between  the  ages  of  45  years  aad  54  years  there  v/ere  8  deaths  - 
5  males  from  a  cardiac  illness  and  3  females  from  malignant  neoplasms, 
Betiveen  55  years  and  64  years  there  were  32  deaths  -  19  males  and  13 
females,  6  males  and  7  females  died  of  malignant  neoplasms  and  8 
males  and  3  females  died  of  a  vascular  illness.  In  this  group  only, 
there  v/as  one  suicide. 

Between  the  ages  of  65  and  74  years  there  were  58  deaths  -  38 
males  and  20  females.  Amongst  the  causes  of  death  v;ere  eight  male  and 
8  female  malignancies,  and  20  male  and  11  female  vascular  illness. 

In  the  oldest  age  group  -  75  years  and  over  there  were  89  deaths  - 
33  males  and  58  females.  There  were  2  males  and  4  females  v/ho  died  of 
malignant  tumours  and  19  males  and  4l  females  who  died  of  vascular 
diseases.  In  this  age  group  only,  did  female  deaths  predominate. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  during  the  year  1972  were  ischaemic 
heart  disease  (52)  malignant  neoplasms  (37)  cerebro-vascular  disease 
(29)  respiratory  infections  (18)  and  other  forms  of  heart  disease  (15)* 
Malignant  neoplasms  were  the  cause  of  death  in  the  older  age  groups  -  55  yean 
to  74  years.  There  were  6  deaths  of  malignancy  in  the  lungs  and  5  of 
these  v/ere  in  males.  There  were  8  deaths  attributed  to  malignancy  in 
the  stomach  and  intestines  -  all  were  males. 

The  respiratory  causes  of  death  reflected  the  influenza  attack  during  the 
latter  months  of  1972,  There  ’.■/ere  2  deaths  due  to  influenza  and  9 

deaths  attributed  to  pneumonia.  These  deaths  occured  in  the  two  older 
age  groups. 

Ischaemic  heart  disease  caused  28  male  deaths  and  21  female  deaths  ra.nging 
over  the  last  three  age  groups, 

Cerebro-vascular  disease  caused  28  male  deaths  and  21  female  deaths  -  also 
in  these  three  age  groups. 

It  is  only  in  the  oldest  age  group  that  female  deaths  predominate. 

Notifiable  diseases  showed  a  sma.ll  rise  this  year  to  32  cases  from 
23  cases  notified  in  1971*  This  halts  the  downward  trend  we  have  been 
experiencing  for  the  last  four  years.  Measles  is  the  culprit.  Measles 
accounted  for  31  cases  and  the  other  disease,  scarlet  fever,  accounts  for  1, 
In  the  tv/o  groups  pre-school  and  young  school  children  measles  predominates. 
The  sexes  are  about  equally  a.ffected.  The  uptake  of  measles  vaccine  seems  | 
quite  good  and  is  popular. 

The  other  infections,  predominately  of  childhood,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
poliomyelitis  and  tetanus  are  nil,  none  having  been  notified. 
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Agcdn  there  was  no  case  of  infectious  hepatitus  notified. 

Rubella  or  German  Measles  as  it  is  sometimes  called  is  not  a  notifiable 
disease,  and  is  not  considered  a  serious  illness  for  children.  Its 
real  danger  is  in  the  damage  it  can  do  to  the  unborn  baby  in  a  mothers 
womb.  This  risk  is  so  real  that  there  is  a  vaccine  and  it  is  strongly 
recommended  that  the  older  school  girls  are  immunised.  Although  there  is 
constant  publicity  this  immunisation  is  not  as  popular  as  it  might  be, 
lliere  are  groups  to  which  rubella  can  be  a  danger  either  to  themselves  or 
to  others.  The  groups  e,g,  raidwives  and  school  teachers  are  recommended 
to  be  tested  to  see  if  they  actually  require  immunisation. 

Smallpox  and  cholera  for  many  years  have  been  absent  from  this  country 
unless  actually  brought  into  the  country.  The  public  health  measures  of 
preventing  the  importations  of  these  diseases  are  surviellance  and  contact 
tracing.  To  date  these  methods  have  been  successful.  People  going  abroad 
to  endemic  areas  should  be  vaccinated.  Referring  to  smallpox,  the  staff 
of  the  ambulance  service  and  those  who  come  into  contact  v;ith  the  disease 
should  be  vaccinated  -  for  their  ovm  safety  if  for  nothing  else.  Smallpox 
is  a  disease  v/hich  doctors  have  always  to  keep  in  mind. 

Influenza  again  v/as  prevalent,  and  at  times  fatal,  in  the  early  and  latter 
months  of  1972,  Observations  from  the  death  rates  furnished  by  the  local 
registrars,  shov;  that  influenza  and  other  respiratory  diseases  creep  in 
especially  amongst  the  older  ago  groups. 

The  family  planning  clinic  still  continues  and  serves  a  useful  pu.rposo. 

The  second  section  of  this  report  on  environmental  hygiene  was  prepared 
by  Mr,  Milburn  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  Mr,  Milburn  lays  out  his 
section  clearly  and  it  does  not  require  elaboration  from  me.  This  is  an 
interesting  section  and  indicates  hov;  intense  the  duties  of  a  Public  Health 
Inspector  can  be,  I  am  again  gratefully  indebted  to  him  and  to  his  Public 
Health  Staff  for  their  interest  and  enthusiasm  which  they  put  into  the  work 
throughout  the  year. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  say  how  much  I  appreciate  the  interest  and 
support  by  yourself  and  members  of  the  Council  throughout  the  year,  in  the 
vjork  of  yoLir  Public  Health  Department,

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  PROCEDURES 

The  following  vaccinations  and  immunisations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  area:- 

Diphtheria,  lifhooping  Cough.  Tetanus.  Poliomyelitis. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. 

These  procedures  were  organised  by  the  County  and  the  Computer  is  used  to 
notify  parents  when  their  children  are  due  for  a  vaccination  or  immunisation* 

Measles  vaccine  has  been  in  use  since  1968  and  is  becoming  more  popular,  v\rith 
great  benefit.  German  Measles  or  Rubella  as  this  illness  is  popularly  known  came 
into  use  in  October  1970*  Continual  efforts  are  made  to  parents  through  schools 
to  popularise  this  vaccination  ^^^hich  protects  girls  before  leaving  school  against 
becoming  infected  with  Rubella  which  has  been  shown  to  be  connected  v/ith  various 
congenital  defects  suffered  by  babies  whose  mothers  became  infected  with  rubelLa  in 
the  early  months  of  pregnancy#  These  efforts  mean  direct  approach  by  the  Health 
Education  department  and  letters  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  mothers. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  made  available  to  all  12  year 
old  pupils  and  this  was  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  new  Social  Services  Department  was  inaugurated  in  April  1971  and 
took  over  from  the  Health  and  l/elfare  Department  such  services  as  old 
peoples  homes,  home  helps,  special  housing  etc,,  leaving  the  Health  Department 
with  services  more  associated  with  the  old  idea  of  *  disease’’.

This  nevj  Health  Department  will  be  incorporated  into  the  new  Area  Health 
Board  along  with  Leicester  City  and  Rutland  Health  Department  in  April  197^* 

This  means  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  leave  local  authority 
and  join  the  Area  Health  Board  -  but  as  there  is  obviously  going  to  be  a  great 

deal  of  communication  and  collaboration  between  the  ilrea  Health  Board, 

new  county  councils,  and  the  new  local  authorities,  community  physicians  will 

be  required  to  advise  the  officers  of  the  nev;  local  authorities.

This  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  respect  of  loan  sanction,  and  the  Consultants  are  now 
preparing  the  necessary  detailed  plans,  specifications  and  bill  of  quantities 
in  order  that  the  scheme  may  be  put  out  to  tender.

Nightsoil  is  collected  weekly  from  38  villages  and  7  part  villages,  in 
the  remaining  20  villages  and  7  part  villages  no  collection  is  made  because 
these  have  a  mains  water  supply  and  an  efficient  sewage  disposal  works 
available.

household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  no 
difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling  is  carried  out 
by  means  of  a  blade  etc,,  attached  to  a  tractor.  Part-time  attendants 
are  also  employed  at  the  tijps,  Tlie  system  has  been  found  satisfactory 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms  v;here  it  is  ploughed  into 
the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  i^resent  no  difficulty  in  disposal, 
and  in  vievv  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land  it  is  not  anticixjated  that 
this  will  create  a  problem  in  the  immediate  future.  The  contents 
of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are  also  disposed  of  in  this  manner,  but 
since  the  completion  of  the  sludge  drying  plant  at  Asfordby  Sewage  Work 
an  additional  means  of  disposal  is  nov;  available. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  house  cesspools  on  request  from 
the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge  of  30p,  per  dwelling.  Cesspools 
at  trade  premises  are  emptied  at  a  charge  of  30p,  per  hour.

I  feel  that  the  annual  report  would  be  incomplete  v/ithout 
reference  to  the  imnuf@,cture  of  Stilton  Cheese  which  takes  place 
in  six  dairies  within  the  Rural  District  and  six  more  adjacent  to 
but  outside  the  County# 

In  these  factories  there  were  produced  some  3j652  tons  of 
cheese  within  the  year  requiring  8,200,000  gallons  of  milk 
all  of  which  is  pastuerised  in  accordance  with  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations.  At  least  one  of  these  Dairies  exports 
a  fair  amount  of  Stilton  Cheese  to  Scandinavia,  Canada,  U.S.A., 
Australia  and  New  Zealand# 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  those  factories  is  of  necessity 
very  high  and  the  daily  cleansing  and  the  protective  clothing  of 
the  v/orkers  is  beyond  criticism.
